Indianapolis, Ind., Mar. 10.— Sen­ 
ato r Benjamin F. Shively of South 
Bend was today renominated by the 
Democrats of Indiana in the state 
convention here. 
The action was by 
acclamation. 
The much talked of 
attem pt to stampede the convention 
for Tom Taggart? national commit­ 
teeman, did not materialize. 
The letters of 
President 
Wilson 
seemed to have had their effect on 
the convention. 
The primary plank 
he advocated through Senator Kern 
was adopted. 
Senator 
Kern was 
made permanent 
chairman amidst 
applause. 
He spoke flatteringly of 
the president, saying Wilson was en­ 
titled to the earnest support of the 
party. 
“You cheer his name," said Kern, 
“ because in your heart you believe in 
the principles to which he subscribes. 
Uphold him by declaring for his prin­ 
ciples. Then you will have done your 
full duty.” 
In closing Senator 
Kern paid a 
tribute to Senator Shively, causing 
m arked ovation. 
These scenes in the convention hall 
followed an all night session of the 
resolutions committee which ended in 
the Taggart forces, which have been 
opposing a primary blank, bowing to 
the wish of 
President 
Wilson and 
adopting a plank that was opposed 
by twelve of the thirteen members of 
the committee. 
Talking of President Wilson 
and 
the foreign relations problems, Sen­ 
a to r Shively said no president had 
ever had a larger variety of foreign 
problems. 
He s a id : 
“ They are before him. 
lie is re­ 
sponsible for them. 
He must study 
them. 
He has risen to them with a 
firmness and discernment that could 
not be surpassed and has placed us 
on a high moral ground. 
The people 
approve of the President, who will 
not be stamped into extreme m eas­ 
ures.” 
Judge Franklin M. Powers, of An­ 
gola, was nominated for the appel­ 
late court bench 011 the first ballot. 
The vote Was Powers, 9601; 
Jam es 
Moran, Portland, 869 U 
Judge M. B. Lairy of Logansport 
was nominated on the first ballot for 
the supreme court judgeship.

Judge J. F. Gallaher 
of Laporte received 416 votes, and 
O. B. Drummond of South Bend got 
470. 
Homer L. Cook 
of 
Indianapolis, 
was nominated secretary of state on 
the first ballot, receiving a total of 
9 7 6 | votes, Jam es S. Cox of Colum­ 
bus received 647 votes and Samuel 
Wells of Scottsburg received 212. 
Dale J. Crittenberger of Anderson 
was nominated auditor of state on

ballot, 
receiving 
1,262§ 
votes.

sembly room next Wednesday even­ 
ing at 
seven-thirty 
o’clock 
when 
some definite action will be taken. 


E. B. Thomas, who moved that a 
committee he appointed, was named 
chairman of the committee by the 
chairman of the 
meeting, 
John A. 
Tits worth. 
Other members 
of 
the 
committee appointed were: 
O. E. 
WaTdon, Wash. Allen, John B. Mor­ 
ris and Thomas S. Uaulev. 


There were 16 men at the meeting 
and 
they 
all 
expressed 
hearty 
co-operation with the 
work 
which 
had already been done and offered 
to assist in 
whatever 
way 
they 
could. 
But there was some uncer- 
tainitv as to just exactly what would 
be required from the local council. 
There was a sort of a hazy un­ 
derstanding th at the local 
council 
should act in an advisory way to 
tlie Boy Scout movement, that with­ 
in the council there should he elec­ 
ted an executive committee, a court 
of honor 
and a finance 
committee, 
but 
that 
was 
as 
far 
as 
the 
understanding went. 
The committee will make a special 
finding of facts in regard to 
the 
duties of the various officers of the 
movement and what may be expected 
in the m atter of time and money ex­ 
pended in the work. 
There seems to he no doubt 
but 
that a local council will be 
formed 
and that the Boy Scout 
movement, 
after struggling 
along 
persistently 
and tenaciously for 
several 
years, 
will have the 
moral 
and 
financial 
support of a number 
of 
influential 
men. 
“There isn't any 
doubt 
in 
the 
mind of every man here, I believe,” 
said Mr. Thomas, “ that there 
is 
a 
field for the work of the Boy Scouts 
here and that it should 
have 
the 
support of the men. 
But T feel that 
we should have a special report on 
what may be expected of every man 
who accepts a position in the orga­ 
nization because we should not start 
the movement with only a hazy un­ 
derstanding of what we expect to do. 
That, in itself, might be the reason 
for its failure.” 
The question of finance, 
meeting 
places, how the troops 
should 
be 
selected, how boys should be brought 
into the movement, what kind of a 
definite program could 
be 
outlined 
were only a few 
of 
the 
questions 
which arose in the minds of tlie men 
present. All of these will be answ er­ 
ed with suggestions by the commit­ 
tee at the meeting next W ednesday 
night, and it is probable that a local 
council will be formed at that time. 
A meeting place for the various 
troops was one of the 
first 
things 
considered. 
It was suggested that 
the gymnasium of the proposed new 
school building would make in ideal 
place. 
The 
understanding 
seemed 
to be general that the school board 
proposes to erect the 
building 
so 
that the gymnasium will be separate 
and distinct from the class rooms

FED COWS TO FLAVOR MILK. 


B ran and Corn Produced T h at of the 
Preferred Taste. 
The department of agriculture has 
just concluded a series of experiments 
to determine the effect on the flavor of 
milk of feeding different kinds of ra­ 
tions to cows. 
The department has 
decided in favor of bran and torn as 
producing the finest flavored milk. 
Some dairymen have a theory that 
feeding crushed oats to cows will im­ 
prove the flavor of the milk. .Six cows 
were used in the experiments, and the 
various kinds of rations were fed to 
them. 
Fifty opinions were passed on 
the samples of milk. 
Sixteen prefer­ 
red milk from cows fed on crushed 
oats, twenty-five preferred that from 
the bran and corn ration, while nine 
expressed no choice. 
The department 
decided that the ration containing bran 
and corn was preferable in producing 
a fine flavored milk.

Wanderer 
Discovered 
1913 Draws Nearer the Earth. 
In 


Six comets were discovered in 1913. 
The one that has attracted the most 
attention was found by Nedjuiu on 
Sept 3. 
This was a very small body 
and showed only the slightest trace of 
nebulosity, its appearance being rather 
that of an asteroid. 
Del a van’s comet, the latest stranger 
in the sky to come within the range 
of the telescope of expert star gazers, 
may be visible to the naked eye soon. 
The faintly illumined betailed object 
apparently 
is 
drawing 
nearer 
the 
earth. 
The comet was discovered by Paul 
T. Delavan of the Argentine naval ob­ 
servatory at La Plata and was first 
observed in this country*by Professor 
Asaph Ilall. U. S. N., at the naval, ob­ 
servatory on the night of Dec. 18. 
Re­ 
ports have been received of observa­ 
tions in Europe. 
“According to a telegram from South 
America,” Professor Ilall said the oth­ 
er day, “a large telescope was neces­ 
sary for observations there, meaning 
probably the seventeen inch reflector 
of the La Plata observatory. 
When 
the observation was taken in Wash­ 
ington the comet was visible in the 
five inch finder of the large telescope. 
It has a bright nebulosity, and on the 
night of Dec. 19 it showed a fairly 
bright nucleus, surrounded by nebu­ 
losity, and appeared to have a faint 
tail following, 
it was uot visible iu 
the two and one-half inch Cutler. 
On 
the night of Dec. 22 there was consid­ 
erable haze, so that no tail was to he 
seen.” 
Amateur 
astronomers 
with 
small 
glasses may seek the cornet. Professor 
Ilall said, by using the star Zeta Kri- 
dani for a starting poiut. 
“The comet is approximately four­ 
teen and one-half minutes of time west 
of this star,” he explained, “and north 
of it two and one-third degrees.

eastern Fair Circuit 


ROY CARR ATTENDS MEETING 


Horse Receives Mark Only When It 


Wins Race—A Change in Rules 


Is Made. 


From Chicago comes the word that 
hopples are going out of style, but 
this applies to women, as race horses 
will wear them as usual this summer. 
The word regarding horses cbmes 
from North Vernon where a meeting 
of the officials of the Southeastern 


Indiana F a ir circuit was held Tues­ 
day. 
The rules regarding hopples 
for horses have not been changed for 


this year. 
Roy Carr, superintendent 
of the speed department of the Rush 


county fa ir association, attended the 


meeting. 


There have been 
some changes, 


however, in some of the rules of the 


American Trotting Association, and 


these were discussed at the meeting. 
Hereafter no horse will be barred by 


a mark given for winning 
a 
heat. 
Only marks given for winning a race 
will be a bar to entering a slower 
•class., Fo r instance, if a horse enter­ 


ed in a 2:30 event wins a heat in 2:17 


that mark will be no bar to entry in 


a 2:30 event again and only in the 
event of the horse winning the race 
in less time than 2:20 will the mark 
of less time he given. 
H orses’’that 
have raced in the past will be eligible 
to start in the class for which they 
have a mark as winners of a race, 


and not as winners of any particular 


heat. 
Thus a horse that has made 


better time in heat winnings than in 
any race won, will be classed accord­ 
ing to the time made in winning the 


race. 
A horse that has 
been off the 
tracks fo r some time will be allowed 
to come back with an allowance of 


one second for each year off, not to 
exceed four seconds. 
Fo r instance, 
if a horse that had a record or mark 


of 2:14 has not been raced for four 
years, that animal may be entered in 


the 2:18 class. 
This rule should help 
a lot of old-timers, if they are capa­ 


ble of coming back. 
it w a s decided at the North V er­ 


non meeting to close all entries for 
the various meets in this circuit at 


11 o’clock on the Saturday before 


the meeting. 
In the past entries have 
not closed until Monday of the week 


of the fair. 
The point system will 
again govern all the races on this 
circuit. 


There will 
probably be no 2:11 
class on the program of this circuit 
this year and in place of that event 
a 2:12 or 2:15 class may be substi­ 
tuted. 
B y increasing the time of the 


event, more horses can be accommo­ 


dated.
